It has a 
line entrance, with a K. of C. shield 
'iver the dcjor and stretching across 
the street is that familiar sign 
Everybody welcome.' The Knights 
of Columboa do not sell anything 
Here, but give everything to the 
boys, including smokes. With the 
difficulties they are having, and 
what I have seen today, I take my 
hat off to the Knights of Columbus. 
Keep up your good work because 
you may be sure it is appreciated 
by both men and officers.

Two r'^'-.iarkable facts are brought 
out I', this connection by the Man- 
> h<'sier Guardian of some weeks ago. 
The one refers to the origin of the 
system mentioned, the other is the 
surprising circu instance that a very 
Important department of the British 
Qovemment until recently had not 
yet adopted this system for the pur- 
pose of keeping its accounts. The 
Guardian writes: 

" Ti'e statefiient of Sir W. L. 
Evans that the Ministry of ICuni- 
tlons had only Just adopted 'double 
entry' book-keeping is surprising, 
as the system is by no menus mod- 
em and is now generally adopted 
liy large business concerns. It Is 
supposed to have had Its origin 
am. ing the mercantile communities 
of Italy in the fifteenth century, 
and has be<ome known a.s tlie 
'Italian method." One of the earliest 
exponents was a Minorite monk 
named Luca de Burgo, who pub- 
lished a treatise on the subject in 
Venice in 1494. The method was 
arranged on so scientific a basis 
that few alterations have been 
found necessary in the subsequent 
• volution of commercial transac- 
tions." 

Both facts brought out by the 
Guardian are signifi(ant. The 
achievement of the fiiiT de Burgo 
gains In significance, however, when 
we consider that the highest claims 
of the middle ages to recognition by 
posterity are not 'based on any ex- 
traordinary accompllshemnts in the 
field of industry, commerce and fi- 
nance, hut rather on the lofty Ideal- 
ism ol tho^e ages which pervaded 
the thought of the people, de- 
termlneil Cieir practbe and found 
expre.^siori in their Institutions. 
.Hence »iuh a signal example of 
superior achievement to the basic 
requiremeots of hnstoess is all the 
more worthy of serious appreciation. 
It illustrates not only the ability 
iind painstaking labor of the indi- 
vidual religious, hut also the prac- 
tical business sense of a people and 
ill-''' so lieiiuently decrle<i as 
liaUng been eatranged bv religious 
inthK-nces from a practical phllos- 
jphy of life.

a public rebuke to the Cuimnsa 
regime In Mexico for having made 
public, wltliout our consent, a 
diplomatic protest against a decreo 
practically confiscating the Mexican 
oil fields. The protest itself warned 
that it {night be necessary for the 
llnite<l States Government to pro- 
tect its citizens' rights in Mexico. 
'I'll is was given out to the Mexican 
press by the Carranza Government, 
"mfWIs eominented upoa In a very 
unfriendly tone- by Mltors who de- 
clared it IncoosiMent ^ "wlfh the 
President's r^Rntly friendly ad- 
dress In Wasihington to Mexican 
editors. No doubt the note was 
made public to counteract any good 
effect that speech might have in 
Mexl<60. 

Secretary Lansing's note of pro- 

tcHt K^-t forth that the deciee prac- 
tically amounted to an attempt to 
confiscate the property of American 
eitisens invested in the Mexican oil 
fields and called attention to the 
necessity whicfi might arise for the 
American Oovemment to protect the 
property of lt.-< citizens. The state- 
ment of that Intention wa.s such a 
departure from our lojinei- policy 
with regard to Mexico that it must 
have angered Carranza not little. 
We had previously left American 
property holders In Mexico to shift 

for tliem.'^elve.'-. Tlieli' piopeily 
miglit be colli is< ated with hiipunity 
and they !iil(;lil he siil)Jecte(l to in- 
dignity and outrage. It was no 
concern of ours. To serve notice 
on Carransa tirat the favorite 
pastime of his followers must cease 
no doubt ruffled his tempei. Hence 
the attempt to stir up ill-fe<>llng 
against us. 

There is a particular reason for 
our concern about American inter- 
ests in Mexicah oil fields at this 
time. From these is secured a 
large share of the oil that is needed 
by the Allies in the war. .Moved by 
German agents, Carranza would 
like to cut off this source of supply 
by confiscating the properties. We 
need no longer to be in aofr doubt 
as to where Carranza stands. He 
Is an enemy of the allied cau.se and 
a tool of German Intrigue. Pity It 
Is, as the True Voice says, that we 
did not dlsoover this until after 
we had placed him astride the neoks 
of the Mexican people and in a po- 
sition w^are he can repay us for 
lllC aid we Kavc liiin by doing ail 
it he can to injure us and to aid 
enemiea.

Arthur Ljmeh, NattonaHst 
membM' of ParUamant (or West 
Clare, nrho reoently accepted a 
coniniiuion in the British army and 
haH come to Ireland to aseist in the 
recruiting campalgo, on Sunday 
sent an eloquent appeal to Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt for co-operation 
in Irish recruiting. He uHk.i Col. 
Roosevelt to send a message to tlit> 
Irish people, or to come liimself to 
Ireland. In the course of the com- 
munication Col. Lynch says: 

"Send me a word of encourage- 
ment or better etill, my great and 
■plendld friend, come youreelf in 
all your prestige and power oK in- 
fluence, and help me aria the eouls 
of the young men of Ireland to the 
Allies' cause. There are srare aad 
deep difficulties, laimentaMe stories 
of cheated hopes, unrecognized 
right and hatreds for wrongs In- 
flicted in the past. But one feature 
throws these matters into the 
proper perspectiw the fart that 
the Germans are thundering at the 
gates of ' Paris, are hammering at 
the channel ports. If they win. It 
will be needless to make plans for 
Ireland or dream dreama of liberty. 
Potsdam will take «are of Erin. 
When the Stars and Stripes was 
rai.sed over the cause; when once 
Old Glory had blown out her folds, 
the emblem of liberty, a sign of 
protection to mil11<»« of Irishmen, 
[ had hoped that opposition to the 
Allies would close. But ancirnt 
wrongs and present resentment 
proved too strong. We must win 
the souls of these young men. Ire- 
land must and shall All wUh great 
deeds the pages Dt history reserved 
for her. the Western front Is the 
Mecca of true hellerera In liberty. 
Therefore, once more, iwrtte, or 
come, my Ulnstrl6u8 friend, and 
join your genivs to my faith and 
enthuslaam and we will do the 
magic thing and lift the squabble 
Into the atmosphere of deeds that 
will shiae hrli^t in the eye of 
lime." 

Arhur LyntA,, who is a phyalelan 
and author, was Colonel of the 
Second Irish Brigade on the Boer 
side in the South Afrieaa war. In 
1908 he was eonvieled of high 
treason and was condemned to 
death, which sentence was eom- 
mutted to penal servitude for life. 
In the following year <he was re- 
leased on 'Hcense and reoeived a 
free pardon from the crown in 
litOT. Col. Lynch was elected 
member of Pariiament for Galway 
City in 1901 and for West Clare In 
1909. 

When informed by the Associated 
Press of Col. Lynch'e appeal to him 
for assistance in the recruiting 
campaign in Ireland, Col. Roosevelt 
displayed deep interest in the pro- 
posal. He said, however, that he 
could make no formal comment 
until he had received personally the 
message from Col. Lynch.

Tli«' .Associated Press Dublin cor- 
respondent writes thai Irish women 
are organized for participation in 
the anti-conscription campaign in 
Ireland as never before In the his- 
t^y^^f political agitation in Ire- 
land. Much is now heard oC the 
"Woman's pledge," which was the 
leading feature of the women's side 
of the anti-conscription campaign. 
The pledge reads as follows: 

"Because the enforcement of 
conscription on any people without 
their conaent is tyranny, we are re- 
solved to resist the eonaerlfitton of 
Irishmen. We .wilt aot All the 
places M men deprived of their 
work through refusing enforced 
military service. We will do all 
In our power to help the families 
of men who suffer througb enforced 
military service." 

The occasion chosen for the uni- 
versal signing of this pledge by 
the women of Ireland was the fes- 
tival of St. Coluiiibcille, a national 
saint much talked about at the 
present time on account of war 
prophecies attributed to him, in- 
cluding one In which he ia said to 
have predicted eoaaerfption. The 
woman's pledge was part of a 
scheme with which conscription was 
resisted. Wherever possible the 
signing was accompanied by floral 
demonstration and organizations 
taking part carried wreaths, crosses 
and other symbols to decorate the 
place of signing. The ceremony 
also was accompanied by pil- 
grimages and processions to some 
place of veneration such as a 
church, holy well, site of altar In 
penal days or aome local memorial 
of national history.
